1BVJ. Another member of tho tribo was 
Jitdsoti, who was tho iutorprotar. Ho 
hod been educated by Gen. Cass and 
was a young man or n great deal of 
ability, who spoke both Indian and Eng- 
lish fluently. He proposed one limn 
that thoy would prime up old man Sag- 
inaw with whisky and gat him to tall of 
his campaigns with tha British In ISIS. 
Thoy brought a reasonable amount ot 
whisky with them and nt llrst Saginaw 
would not talk, but as he warmed up to 
tils work ha gave them an account, of 
the death of TocuiukIi, Tecauiseh, ha 
said, was shot dead by Col. Johnson. 
He was not skinned, na has bean said, 
but was buried by Saginaw and his 
friends. His pipe was secured by Sag- 
inaw and the tomatuvwk fall Into tho 
hands of Noonday, who was also with 
Saginaw whan Mr. Cook and his friends 
were camping out there. As Saginaw 
proceeded to drink mora whisky and to 
relate the atrocities of the Indian cam- 
palgn ho became more nnd more exotted 
nnd saMng hit .scalping knife mnde such 
demonstrations that the young man 
thought It best to step outside and cock 
their rifles. It took the combined ef- 
forts of three of Saginaw's squaws to 
calm the old man down and after paci- 
fying him with presents of tobacco tho 
young man got out of tho story-telling 
episode without trouble, In which the. - 
wore remarkably lucky, for the 
man's scalping fever was on him,

Tho chief, Noonday, gave Mr. Cook 
tha last speech of Tecumseh as it was 
delivered by tliat great chief, standing 
ona log, just lief ore the battle or tho 
Thames. Ho said: "Warriors, wo are 
at) armed for the conflict. The Amer- 
icans nro our enemies und thoy seok to 
deprive us of our loved homa.
